Hew Cure for Crime. 


Pittsburg Telegraph: An ittea, 


not exceedingly new, but uow re- 
ceiving new_attention among scien- 
tists, is deserving ofnottoe herein 
Allegheny county, it anywhere. 
The theory has been advanced tliat 
murders and such crimes are uot the 
fruit of devilish disposition, of re- 
venge or of hate. They are simply 
the natural results of some abnor- 
mal condition of the brain. The 
undue growth of the bone in the re- 
gion of the medulla oblongata press- 
es npon the brain and drives the ia- 
aocent man to innocently seize an 
axe and blamelessly chop his wife's 
head open. It ia her misfortune, not 
his feult. The poet mortem exami- 
nation of the brains of a number of 
murderers show in a majority of 
oases some tumor, malformation ^or 
softening of the brain. The brains 
of assassins are usa&lly larger than 
the average. Suicides in almost ev- 
ery case show softening of the brain 
ia one or more lobes.
